covery is the essential of the instant 
—quick, intelligent action has worked | 
marvels in restoring suspended ani- | 
mation occasioned by partial drown- | 
ing. Not the infinitesimal part of a 
second should be lost in ascertaining | 
the patient’s condition as regards 
life or death—a supreme effort, 
should be made at once in behalf of | 
life—if death is present in spite of | 
heroic effort, at least a battle against 
the destroyer (with a chance of vic- 
tory) will have been fought. 

Cases are on record where resusci- 
tation has been effected after many 
minutes immersion, and after  pro- 
longed effort on the part of first aid 
operators:—“Do not assume death is 
present because signs of life are ab- 
sent.”—Quotation from First Aid to 
Injured, St. John Ambulance Associ- 
ation. 

FIRST AID METHODS—The wat- | 
er crowding the heart and lungs 
should be ejected by turning the pa- 
tient face down, the operator stand- 
ing astride and placing hands under 
patient’s stomach and lifting and 
lowering with pronounced jerks—a | 
few seconds of this treatment will | 
suffice’ to eject the water, when | 
breathing would be again possible, | 
and artificial respiration methods | 
should then be resorted to. If 
physician is present he would doubt- | 
less be familiar with the Schafer and 
also the Silvester methods of artifi- 
cial respiration—in the absence of 2, 
physician proceed as follows: 

Immediately breathing is possible, 
whatever the cause of cessation.of | 
breathing has been, do artificial re- 
spiration by Schafer’s method as fol- | 
lows:— | 

(a) Lay the patient in a prone 
position (i.e., back upwards), with 
his head turned to one side, so as to 
keep his nose and mouth away from 
the ground. No pad is to be placed 
under the patient, nor need the 
tongue be drawn out, as it will fall 
naturally. 

To turn the patient to the prone | 
position proceed as  follows:—If 
standing at the right side of the| 
patient, cross his left leg over his 
right leg; see that both arms are 
down at his sides; place your left 
hand at the side of the patient’s right 
cheek, and with your right hand 
grasp the clothing at the left hip 
joint; pull smartly over. 

(b) Kneel at one side of or across 
the patient, facing his head, and 
place the palms of your hands on his | 
lowest ribs, one at each side, the | 
thumbs payallel to each other, a-| 
bout two inches apart, in the small 
of the back. Keeping your arms quite | 
straight and leaning your body for- 
ward, slowly apply firm but not 
violent pressure straight downwards 
upon the back and lower part of the 
chest, thus driving out air and produc- | 
ing expiration. This movement should 
occupy three seconds. Draw back | 
your body somewhat more rapidly | 
and relax the pressure, but do not re- 
move your hands; this produces in- | 
spiration. This movement should oc- | 


+|cupy two seconds, 


(c) Alternate these movements | 
by a rhythmic swaying backwards | 
and forwards of your body from the 
knee joints, twelve times a minute, 
persevering until respiration is re- 
stored, or a doctor pronounces life to 
be extinct. 

Should any signs of congestion be 
seen in the patient’s face, immediate- 
ly change the method of artificial re- 
spiration to Silvester’s, as follows:— 

1,—Adjust the patient's position.— 
Without wasting a moment, place the 
patient on his back on a flat surface, 
inclined if possible from the feet up- 
wards. Remove all tight clothing 
from about the neck and chest, and 
bare the front of the body as far as 
the pit of the stomach; unfasten the 
braces and the top button of trousers 
in men, and the corsets in women. 
Raise and support the shoulders on a 
small, firm cushion or folded article 
of dress placed under the shoulder 
blades. 

2.—Maintain a free entrance of air 
into the wind-pipe.—An assistant 
must draw forward the patient’s ton- 
gue as far as possible, and secure it in

3.—Imitate the movements of 
breathing. Induce Inspiration.—Kneel

forearms just ‘below the elbow, draw 
the arms upwards, outwards, and to- 
wards you, with a sweeping move- 
ment, making the elbows touch the 
ground. The cavity of the chest is 
thus enlarged, and air is drawn into 
the lungs. 

Induce expiration—Bring the pa- 
tient’s flexed arms slowly forward, 
and inwards, press the 
arms and elbows firmly on the chest 
on each side of the breast-bone. By 
this means air is expelled from the 
lungs. 

Repeat these movements alternate- 
ly, deliberately, and perseveringly a- 
bout fifteen times a minute. 

Continue this method for ten min- 
utes, then revert to Schafer’s, which 
may be continued until conjestion is 
again noticed, upon which Silvester’s 
method should be resumed for anoth- 
er ten minutes. 

When from any cause the above 
methods cannot be carried out, 
Laborde’s method of artificial respir- 
ation should be tried, It is especially 
useful in suffocated children, or when 
the ribs are broken. 

The patient is placed on his back 
or side; the mouth cleared; the ton- 
gue is seized—using a handkerchief 
or something to prevent it slipping 
from the fingers—the lower jaw de- 
pressed; the tongue is pulled for- 


| ward and held for two seconds in that 
| position, then allowed to recede into 


the mouth. These movements should 


be repeated about fifteen times a 
minute. 
Artificial respiration by  cither 


method must be done perseveringly. 
Success may result even after two 
hours. When natural breathing be- 
gins, regulate the artificial respir- 
ation to correspond with it. 

Excite respiration.—Whilst arti- 
ficial respiration is being done, other 
useful steps may be employed, such 
as applying smelling salts or snuff to 
the nostrils. 

Promote circulation and warmth 
after natural breathing has been re- 
stored. Wrap the patient in dry 
blankets or other covering, and rub 
the limbs energetically towards the 
heart. Promote warmth by hot 
flannels, hot-water bottles or hot 
bricks (wrapped in flannel) applied 
to the feet, to the limbs and body. 


| When the power of swallowing has re- 


turned give hot tea, coffee, or meat 
extract. The patient should be kept 
in bed and encouraged to go to sleep. 
Large poultices or fomentations ap- 
to the front and back of the 
chest will serve to assist breathing. 

Watch the patient carefully for 
some time to see that the breathing 
does not fail; if it does, at onct be- 
gin artificial respiration again.

SEVENTH FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture. 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
July 12, 1924, 


The stage has now been reached in 
the growing season of Alberta grain 
crops when it is possible to make a 
more or less definite statement with 
respect to present conditions, and 
their bearing on the prospects for 
harvest. 

In view of the conditions now pre- 
vailing as reported to the Depart- 
ment from all parts of the Province, 
and in view of the very satisfactory 
conditions under which the grain 
crop was seeded this spring, the 
statement now to be made must be 
somewhat disappointing. Over prac- 
tically the whole of the province, the 
weather during the past fortnight has 
been very warm, w hhtito 


| been very warm, with hot, dry winds 


in most localities, relieved to some 
extent by rains in certain districts, 
but for the most part without pre- 
cipitation. 


ing out at from ten to fifteen inches 
to 
fee] the lack of moisture. 
also in many parts has suffered as 
a consequence. Should general rains 
come within the next week, the pros- 


pects generally speaking would be, 


greatly improved, particularly with 
respect to later sown grain. 


This has brought condi- |

iently to ensure prospects of a fairly 
geod crop. | 

The south-west portion of the 
province, from Calgary south to the 
international border and west of a 
line passing through Lethbridge, en- 
joys the most satisfactory conditions 
of any section of the province. In this 
district rains have been more fre- 
quent, and the growing grain is in 
a very healthy state and prospects 
are for a very good crop. 

With respect to the remainder of 
the province, conditions are very 
patchy, the grain showing a healthy 
growth where rains happen to have 
been frequent and heavy. The south- 
eastern part of the province has suf- 
fered rather severely during the past | 
two weeks from lack of moisture, and 
this is also true of some portions of 
the east central district as far north 
as the main line of the Canadian 
National Railway, and of some por- 
tions of the west central district as 
far north as Lacombe, where very dry 
conditions at present prevail. In all 
this territory, the grain is heading 
out with short growth. Rains within 
the next week would considerably 
enhance the prospects of the crops in 
this territory, but the prospects at 
present are for less than a normal 
crop. 

In the district surrounding Ed- 
monton, and to the east of the city 


urgently needed to ensure a crop. 

Good rains fell in the Edmonton 
territory a week ago, and in the Cal- 
gary territory about the same time. 
but beyond this, reports indicate that
